This mysterious figure, ‘‘hid- 
ing in a non-Communist coun- 
try,” is ‘ being examined by 
McCarthy’s agents. McCarthy 
enjoys.a rather large secret 
police force of his own 4nd it 
bears more than slight 
resemblance to the private po- 
lice organizations developed by 
Hitler, Mussolini and Stalin on 
their way up. |

This much may be put down— 
for sure. 

If this mysterious person is 
truly Lavrenti Beria, the Soviets 
allowed him to escape. 

If it is indeed he who hides 
and waits, then he ceases to be 
a mysterious figure, and the 
reason for his “escape” be- 
comes the mystery. 

If it is Beria, then the ques- 
tion becomes, “Why did they 
allow him to leave Russia?” 

He was a greatly hated and 
feared man. There would have 
been no public resentment. at 
his execution. The citizenry, 
which has endured terror and 
harassing spying from him, 
would cheer his death. There 
would be no reason not to hang 
or shoot him insofar as public 
opinion was concerned. 

But, to let him ‘‘escape”’— 
that is another thing. 

At the time of his arrest the 
new regime said that Beria was 
an enemy of the people and that 
he had worked with agents of 
American imperialism. 

It might serve their purpose 
to have the enemy of the Rus- 
sian people to be received in 
this country ... .and to say, 
“See, we told you so. Look. 
Even now our enemies nurture 
and comfort the traitor Beria.” 

No other explanation now 
comes to mind. 

Certainly Beria could not 
escape from Moscow’s political 
jail unless he was allowed so 
to do. No one loved Beria 
enough to do for him what 
Sydney Carton did for the cap- 
tive Darnay in ‘Tale of Two 
Cities.”” Carton, who looked 
like Darnay, took his place and 
went to the guillotine in his 
stead. The bloody Beria could 
not have attracted such devo- 
tion. 

So, if it be Beria who waits, 
the question is why did they 
permit his escape? 


Meanwhile 


In the meantime, Russia has 
again become what Winston 
Churchill described her to be— 
“An enigma wrapped in a 
mystery.” 

No word comes from her, save 
for Anfrei. Vishinsky’s rantings 
in the United Nations. Presum- 
ably, the power struggle goes 
on, with Malenkov still in first 
place in the Kremlin League 
standings. But there is no word. 

The satellites, however, con- 
tinue restive. 

A wag has said we soon will 
have to build a super-highway 
to take care of all the traffic 
out of Communist countries. A 
high Polish official was the last 
to take the freedom road. 

Now, a highly valuable *“‘MIG” 
jet has become a bird in our 
hands at a Korean base, worth 
two in the bush—and also worth 
$100,000. How it managed to 
come in without being shot down 
is a mystery. It almost seems 
we had advance notice. And, 
in typical U. S. fashion, we 
probably will pay the flier the 
$100,000 reward offered for such 
an aircraft—and then return it 
to the Chinese—the armistice 
terms so requiring. | 

So—things keep happening. 
And if it is Beria—why?

To leave this in the hands of the Secu- 
rity Council of the United Nations, 
where Russia has the veto, would make 
such enforcement, except on Russian 
terms, impossible. If atomic warfare is 


to be outlawed, there must be foolproof - 


guarantees and unlimited inspections. 
‘The United States can never agree 
to a one-third reduction in armaments 
that would leave the free world practi- 
cally at the, merey -.of the Communist 
hordes nor to dismantling of its military 
bases around the world while the Sovi- 
ets maintain their present military 
might. Such a course would be suicide. 

Vishinsky’s attack on the United 
States as the real: cause of world ten- 
sions was timed to full advantage of 
Clement Attlee’s mouthings in Britain 
over the weekend. In the face of Dulles’ 
forthright U. N. utterances that coin- 
cided with Adlai Stevenson’s construc- 
tive summary at Chicago, the attack 
‘ will lose much of its sting. 

"+ No, the Soviet Union has not changed 
fa tune. Vishinsky has rebuffed Dulles’ 
e@nciliatory offers to negotiate an ac- 

€eptable settlement of major world 
tensions. 

If and until the Russians are will- 
ing to make mutual concessions looking 
toward disarmarnent and a real settle- 
ment, we have no alternative but to 
conclude that their basic objective re- 
mains that of world domination. Know- 
ing this, we must continue to build up 
our own and the free world’s strength 
and to counter their every aggressive 
move. 
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Liberty County Gets

The entire state will be watching 
with interest the outcome of the grand 
jury investigation of vice conditions in 
Liberty County, where Camp Stewart 
authorities have charged that state laws 
are not being enforced. The Army 
alleges that soldiers are being victim- 
ized by racketeers, prostitution, gam- 
bling and illegal whisky sales. 


We hope the grand jury probe is” 


an indication of a widespread local re- 
volt against conditions which have been 
known to the general public for a num- 
ber of years. Brig. Gen. Richard W.

rced to speak out because of an 
alarming increase in the venereal dis- 
ease rate that could no longer be tol- 
erated. 

The general is right. The fact that 
such situations exist is a gnawing can- 
cer on the public conscience of the 
whole state.

Juvenile Judge W. W. Woolfolk has 
warned citizens,of Atlanta and Fulton 
County that incidence of juvenile delin- 
quency is still on the upswing in the 
area. This follows a national trend, but 
it is still primarily a local problem for 
which local citizens must find the 
answer. 

There was a 17 per cent increase in 
1951 over 1950 and the number of cases 
this year is running onpsesopate aid ahead 
of 1952.

New England Grows 
Increasingly Desperate 


The learned and respected Harvard 
Business Review, supposedly impervious 
to “influence” and a synonym for good 
sense and truth, has finally succumbed. 
Its current issue reveals that its re- 
search direction has been captured by 
the Back Bay financiers and Boston 
bankers who are desperate in trying to 
meet legitimate competition with: the 
South. 

Now that the South has had some 
of the government-imposed obstacles to 
its development removed, this despera- 
tic. has expressed itself in many forms. 

We did not know just how desperate 
they had become, however, until the 
noted Harvard publication came out 
with this so-called study that attempts 
to minimize the advantages of locating 
industrial plants in the South—in fact, 
which warns manufacturers against it. 

The author attempts to refute sim- 
ple statistics, which, however chauvi- 
nistic they may sound, nonetheless 
prove the South still has the larg- 
est’ available labor force in the 
country; that its workers are the 
most productive; that its living advan- 
tages and community relationships are 
the finest in the land; tnat its power 
and water resources are the most abun- 
dant of any section; that its climate the 
year around makes for added produc- 
tion at less cost of operation as well as 
less absenteeism from work; and that, 
in general, the industrial possibilities 
are healthier than any region of the 
nation. :

We did not, 
however, suspect that a publication of 
the stature of the Harvard Business 
Review would fall for a propaganda 
line that is inspired and untrue.

Fire Sirens Are Not 
Social Invitations 

The boy came into the barber sHop 
and yelled, “Mr. Smith, your house is 
on fire!” When he did, the man in the 
chair jumped up, ran out the door and 
tore down the street, barber’s apron and 


lather flying in the wind. After a dash 
of half a block, he slowed to a stop 


‘and said, “What am I running for? My 


name is not Smith.” 

The anecdote illustrates a human 
fault. When the fire siren’ sounds, 
everyone thinks his name is Smith. So 
he takes off as if the fire were his per- 
sonal business. The result is a traffic 
congestion that is a hindrance to the 
fire department and a hazard to human 
life 

Complaints have arisen recently from 
divers points. Hawkinsville is having 
trouble with fire engine chasers. The 
Thomaston Lions Club is making a 
campaign against the practice.’ In Mon- 
roe the mayor has ordered strict en- 
forcement of a 20-year-old ordinance 
requiring all vehicles other than fire 
engines and cars of volunteer firemen 
to pull to the curb 

Hawkinsville, Thomaston and Mon- 
roe are places where the dangerous 
practice is getting attention and pub- 
licity. But the habit is-well nigh uni- 
versal. It would be broken quickly if 
folks would remember that a siren isn’t 


_ sounded merely because the fellow who 


pushes the button or pulls the cords 
likes to hear the noise. 

The scream of a siren on the fire- 
house, the fire engine, police car or 
ambulance means make way for an 
emergency vehicle. It means every 
private car should pull to the curb and 
come to a stop. 

To disregard the warning or to in- 
terpret it as an invitation to the fire 
is to invite disaster. 
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Ike Speech Laden 
With Generalities 


WASHINGTON—Woodrow Wilson used 


- to say there were two kinds of public 


speeches that a president could deliver— 
the explicit and the implicit. He preferred 
the latter. Evidertly President Eisenhower 
agrees, For the address he gave at Boston, 
standing by itself; means less than what 
will be read into.it. As a political speech, 
it was probably inef- 

fective. As an essay on 

. politics, it contains a 

truth and a-sincerity of 


expression: and pur. : 


pose which, coming 
from so earnest and de- 
voted a public servant 


as Dwight Eisenhower, 


will carry more weight 

with the public than 

the same platitudes ut- 

a tered by someone else. 

The address is a curious one. Nothing 

quite like it can be recalled by this cor- 

respondent. There have been many 

speeches which were over the heads of 

listeners, but there have not been many 

that didn’t concentrate on a few simple 
points and make those points clear. 


In brief, Mr. Eisenhower's speech shows 

the effects of a desperate effort to cover 
too many precepts and to fashion them in 
something that can be called Republican 
Party principle. But in doing this, the 
speech itself argues . vehemently against 
consistency and boasts that nothing that 
has happened in the past ‘‘is conclusively 
clear and binding upon us today.”’ 
_ First and foremost, the speech sets out 
to prove that the Republican Party is not 
opposed to change. This is a piece of de- 
fensive strategy which recognizes the criti- 
cism that the Republicans want to stand 
pat. Thus the President. remarks: 

‘‘We are the political captives of no class 
or section or interest of our country—and 
we are the prisoners of no static political 
or economic dogmas ruling our decisions.’’ 

This is rather a broad claim of flexi- 
bility for any political party to make. It 
leaves little room for loyalty to principle 
or basic doctrine. 

The speech is hard to follow in print. 
It sounds impressive on radio and. tele- 
vision because of the personality ‘who 
speaks the lines. But a very small percent- 
age of 50,000,000 voters probably will 
understand just what the President meant, 
for instance, when he said: ‘‘We have op- 
posed the confusing of loyalty. with con- 
formity, and all misguided. attempts to con- 
vert freedom into a privilege licensed by 
censors,’’ 

One might hope that a sentence like 
that would be followed by an explicit ex- 
ample. Otherwise, it is left dangling in the 
stratosphere as a piece of political am- 
biguity in which the platform writers lose 
themselves. : 

It is reminiscent of the ponderous vo- 
cabulary of a Harding. It is far removed 
from the ghost-written speeches of Frank- 
lin Roosevelt. What they need at the White 
House is either a new ghost writer or a 
course in practical politics.

biy in. New York. Both were eloquent, 
moving and inspiring and should not only 
make us proud, but remind us that it is 
possible for us to stand together united in 

a crisis. 

There is one threat to such unity. Al- 
ready we are getting».ready for another 
of our constantly recurring national elec- 
tions. We are certain to hear from the 
stump‘in next year’s congressional election 
campaign the distortions we heard last year. 
That was apparent in the immediate crjes 
of ‘‘soft on communism” and ‘‘appeaser’’ 
hurled at Adlai Stevenson in a manifestly 
partisan fusillade. 

Secretary Dulles, of course, had no part 
whatever in that. Nor will he. But, prime 
among his responsibilities in the coming 
months as the campaign unfolds is to re-

Federal Employes Liked Ike Then, 
But Now Some Wait for Ax To Fall 


WASHINGTON—In a sense some Demo- 
crats see a certain amount of poetic jus- 
tice in the plight of many of the govern- 
ment workers who are being let out by the 
Eisenhower administration, 
disregard of Civil Service rules and veter- 
ans’ preference rights which are supposed 
to protect them in their jobs. The situation 
has its seamy side in more ways than one. 
The firings have been on a wholesale scale, 

particularly in Washing- 
ton, where:there is a 
heavy concentration of 
government workers. 
Bitter protests have 
come ‘from various Or- 
ganizations which are 
interested in seeing the 
government career serv- 

ice maintained. 
The American Le- 
gion, for one, has taken 
pe vigorous opposition toe 
moves Moe either the White House or Con- 
gress to dismiss federal employes without 
regard to Civil Service or veterans’ prefer- 
ence protection rights. Such firings, the 
Legion said, would completely destroy the 
meaning and intent of. the Civil Service 
system, as well as that part of the Veter- 
ans’ Preference Act relating to. federal em- 

ployment. 

In Washington also a furor has been 
raised by local merchants who attribute a 
sharp drop in retail sales to the mass dis- 
missals. Washington has no major indus- 
tries, of course, and the chief source of 
its business activity comes from the huge 
government payroll. The firings here have 
brought a heavy pall over government 
personnel. 

An air of uneasiness about their jobs has

enveloped the rank and file of government 
workers. When a person is uncertain about 
the length of: his employment he naturally 
tightens up in his spending habits.

PHENIX CITY, Ala., Sept. 21. 
(—Dr. Seth J. Floyd, recently 
named mayor of Phenix City, 
defeated former Mayor Pro Tem 
Otis W. Taff by nearly three to 
one for re-election to his seat on 
City Commission today. 
In an election marked by calm- 
ness and order, Dr. Floyd chalked 
up a total of 2,437 votes against 


913 for Taff, complete but unof- 
ficial returns showed. 


However, today’s vote does not 
end the turbulence in Phenix 
City politics, whith developed 
after the death of the late Mayor 
J. D. Harris last January and 
which has grown more and more 
evident in recent months. 


Attorney James H. Caldwell,

Dr. Floyd received large ma- 
jorities in 10 of the 11 boxes, 
losing only one box to Taff—193 
to 226. One of the ballots in that 
box contained a write-in vote for 
former commissioner Leonard A. 
Coulter, who with Taff was ousted 
from ‘office by a circuit court 
ruling Aug. 10 which held uncon- 
stitutional the 1947 legislative act 
under which the old five-man 
commission was set up.

Antibiotics---How 
Much Really Needed? 


Many stories have been writ- 
drugs. 
Originally they were most com- 
plimentary and told of cures 
and of lives saved. In time 
these reports no longer made 
news, and the other side of the 
picture took precedence. In the 
last two years more and more 
articles have appeared on the 
dangers, reactions, and limita- 
tions of these drugs. 


The antibiotics are used more 
often in treating disease than 
any other remedy. Estimates 
show they are included in one 
out of every four prescriptions 
and that the public spends be- 
tween 250 and 350 million dol- 
Jars annually for these prod- 
ucts. Penicillin still is one of 
the most popular, and in the 
last year approximately 200 
tons were produced. This is big 
business and I can’t help. but 
wonder how much is actually 
needed. One authority hazards 
the guess that not more than 
1 per cent is used to combat 
the conditions against which 
the antibiotic is effective. Even 
if this figure is off by 50 times, 
it means that millions of per- 
sons are wasting their money 
and risking a serious reaction 
from a remedy that was never 
intended to be used in their 
particular illness. More critical 
stories on the antibiotics are 
welcome and serve their pur- 
pose if they make the individ- 
ual, the pharmacist, and the 
physician think twice before 
suggesting these medications. 


It takes experience to judge 
the value of any remedy. When 
I was in the army, penicillin 
was new and difficult to obtain. 
The sulfanomides, such as sul- 
fathiazole and sulfadiazine were 
available but the supply was 
limited. To circumvent the 
shortage, we made it a rule to 
wait three days before adminis- 
tering penicillin to soldiers with 
a common cold, sore throat, 
tonsilitis, or bronchitig. Mean- 
while, they were given the con- 
ventional cold treatment: Gar- 


| 


gles, aspirin, cough medicines, 
and bensoin inhalations. If the 
temperature showed no sign of 
going down by the third day, 
the antibiotic was prescribed. 
This plan allowed us to employ 
the drugs more freely in pneu- 
monia, ear infections, quinsy 
sore throat, peritonitis, and kid- 
ney infections. When the results 
were analyzed it was surpris- 
ing how few men needed the 
sulfas or penicillin to get well; 
they all lived and there were 
no serious complications. There 
is a good possibility that the 
pendulum will swing back to a 
more _ conservative attitude 
along this line. 

A study conducted by Doctors 
L. Martin Hardy and Howard 
Traisman, pediatricians at Chil- 
dren's Memorial hospital, Chi- 
cago, also serves to stress the 
point. They followed the prog- 
ress of 159 children suffering 
from a simple cold. Of these, 55 
were given aspirin and sugar 
water; the remainder received 
either gantrisin, penicillin, or 
aureomycin in addition to as- 
pirin. By the end of the first 
week, 56 percent of the control 
group were well in contrast to 
only 39 percent of those who 
received the wonder drugs. 
There was no advantage in us- 
ing sulfa or the antibiotics, 
which confirms the _ adage 
about the length of time it 
takes to cure a cold: Seven 
days with medicine and a 
week without.
